Washington, Feb. 27. — News received 
from Santiago de Cuba and Havana this 
evening, shows that tho insureents wish to 
treat with tho govornmont. The rioters in 
Baire, province of Santiago de Cuba, have 
signified through their leader Rubi thab 
bhey wonld like to arrange an Intervlrw be- 
tween the provincial Governor Caprlles, and 
delegates whom they would choose to define 
their attitude to the authorltiea. They pro- 
feia a deaire to discusa the reforms 
for which they took up arms, bnb in 
reality they probably wish ta aeonre 
a promise of olemenby in return for their Im- 
mediate snbmlaslon. The Ioanrgenb''bandi 
from Veqaita and Bueycito will maroh to 
Haireto aob In concert with Babia men. 
The Insmgenta in Bayamo have made the 
same advances to Governor Caprlles as have 
those In Baire. The Guantanamo insurgents 
are fleeing from the military. (They have 
offered little or no resiitanoe and are now 
dispersing and seeking refnge from their 
pursuers. The bands at Ybarra 
and Jaquy Grande, province of Matanzas, 
stood their ground. They have been at- 
tacked by the troops, bub the results of the 
coDflicts have not been made known. The 
regiment Maria Christiana started to-day 
for Santiago de Cuba. Tho home rule 
party here condemn unstintedly the action 
of the insurgents. They say the movement 
la ill-timed, hopeless and bound to defer the 
hopes of Cuba's best friende. They regard 
these loaders who are not brigands, as do- 
voted but hot-headed patriots, who have 
taken desperate chances rather than wait 
for a favorable opportunity, 

Madkid, Fob. 27- — At a cabinet council 
this evening Senor Abarzuzi, minister of 
tho colonies, ro.id a dispatch from tho Gov- 
ernor General of Cuba saying that General 
Lachambre had been sent with several col- 
umns in pursuit of tho armed bjtnda of in- 
Burgents In tho provinco of Santiago. The 
polioo had disporaed tho band in the pro- 
vinoo of Mataczis, the diapatoh adds, and 
had killed several of its members. A few 
noted Beparatista have been arrested in 
Havana and many others have fled to the 
provinoos.

Winnipeg, Feb. 27,— (Special)— The de- 
bate on the bndget has been cloaod in the' 
Manitoba legislature. Mr. Fishor gave 
notice of a motion '• That in tho judgment 
of this house there is no necessity, under 
the preaenb aysbem, for keeping up in con- 
nection with 'the ofiSoe of Lioatenant-Glov< 
ernor in the respeotivo provinces, the costly 
establishments that are now maintained." 

Dr. Blakoloy, chief olerk of the deparb- 
mont of education, letb for Ottawa to-d&y 
for tho purpose of giving auch iofoimatlon 
as may be desired at the hearing of tho 
Bohool ciao in referonoo to the working of 
tho Manitoba achool act. 

Mr. Ferguson, Liberal nominee for Mao- 
donald, hsa decided, so tho Fieo Proas is in- 
formed, to remain in tho field, and in spite 
of hia present indiepoflillon ia preparing for 
a vigorous campaign. 

At a maea moeliog of tho tradoa unionists 
of Winnipeg it waa resolved " Thab we, tho 
workingmen of the city of Winnipeg form 
oursolvea into an independent labor party 
(or tho purpoBo of electing suitable men 
from amongatour number to roproeont ua in 
the Dominion Houso of Parllamont, the 
Local Legislature and tho City Council." 



MINING EXPLOSION. 

Forty Hen Lose Their Lives In a Kew 
MexIwiD Mine. 

Ceurilor, N.M., Fob. 27 —A dieaatroas 
mining accident was reported from White 
Ash, three milea from here, this afbemoon. 
The aocidenb occurred bhi« morning In tho 
mines of iho Santa Fo company, caused by 
an exploaion. At that hour tho employes 
at tho entrance of tho mine heard a terrific 
roar, followed by tho ground trembling. A 
drnso volume of smoko poured from the en- 
trance, making it impossibin to enter until 
lb had partially cleared. Thtro were forty 
men In tho mine when the explosion book 
place, and it ia feared all have perished. 
Late advices place the number of deatha at 
3!) Nearly 300 men are employed in bhe 
mine, but only 60 were at work when bhe 
explosion occurred. Only II of bhem ea. 
oaped alive, and some of bhem may yob 
die. Iwenby-eighb dead bodies have been 
baken from the mine and it Is doubtful if 
those remaining are alive. Up to 4 o'olook 
those on tho inside could bo hoard trying to 
work their way out from the oavod-in 
mine, but nothing has been heard aince 
then.

MINOG ITEMS. 

Interesting Notes Rezardine Some of the 
Many Mineral Interests of the 
Province. 

Considerable excitement has prevailed 
lately over the discoveries of a free milling 
gold ledge, or ledges, in Mineral oreek, 
Alberni district, and assays have bean made 
by varioua aaauyora, eomo resulte running 
very high and others low. Q'his ia eaally 
aooounted for by tho fact that in suoh oaaos 
tho discoverer is tempted to send fjr assay 
that which looks bes^, and consequently 
nialeads himself and others. Tho gold Qeld 
may be a good one or it may not. Surface 
Indioationa are alwaya more or loaa mislead- 
ing, and it is the rulo in British Columbia to 
And Bulphureta take the place of free gold as 
depth is gained. In thia connection it was 
said that stamp mills would be inmiediatoly 
erooted. Mr. Ross oanie back from his trip 
to the Mineral creek dlsooverlos on Friday 
Unt and waa much pleased with what ho saw, 
but it should be said that there 
were four foot of snow on tho ground. Con- 
fidonoe should ba felt in the Alberni claims, 
judaing from those already developed. 
Probiblythe new finds may bo equal to or 
exoeod in value others of this locality. 

There are good hopes for tho owners cf zlno 
blend properties. Inquiries have been made 
by a firm of good atanding in tho States oon 
cerning tho amount of available zlno and 
smelting coal in British Columbia, Those 
who have zinc mines would do well to watoh 
their interests as it may be that a plant will 
be ereoted at Yancouver for the reduction 
of zlno ore. Pure zinc, in the form of spel- 
ter, Is worth $S0 per ton of 2.240 lbs. 

E W. Newton, of Yiotoria, proceeds to 
England in a short time to raise money for 
re-working the Yan Winkle hydraulic 
mine. 

The iron ore found on some of the islands 
about 150 miles from Yiotoria resembles 
that of Cherry creek, near K»mloopa, and is 
equally as good judging from appearance 

Splendid samples of semi anthracite coal 
have come in from Queen Charlotte island, 
and represent seams 30 feet wide. Tho 
analysis la quite up to the standard and far 
above that of much of tho hard coal auppiiod 
to consumera. Tho aah in tho local coal 
supplied for domestic purpoaoa ia by no 
meana light, tho poroentago being, it is aaid, 
batwoon 9 and 10. 

H. P. Palmorston is on his way to Mon- 
treal to consult hia aaaooiatea re tho erection 
of a reduction plant of aomo eort at Midway. 

Tho owners cf tho Honiestake mine, K»m 
loops, aro making au upraiBO from tho 130 
feet drift, and expect to strike a rich ore 
ohuto within the next month. Assays from 
this mine vary from 15 to 1500 ozi. in silver. 
The gangoe ia baryta or heavy spar.

A BY-LAW 

Authorizing tlio Ccirporatioii of tho City 
of Victoria to Borrow tho Sum of 
§120,000 in Anticipation of the Re- 
ceipt of its Revenue for the Year 
1893. 

WiiERBABby vlrtne of the Mnnlolpal Act 

1892, and Amending; Acts, every moniclpallty 

may undor tho conditions contained therein 
borrow from any poraon sQch sum of money 
not exccodlc B, however, an amount equal to 
Bovenly-flvo per cent, nf tho amount of taxes 
collected during the previous year (I8iU) of tho 
sum that was levied that year by a Ronoral 
rato upon land, improvements or real prop 
orty In tho municipality, and bearing such rato 
of interest aa may bo requisite, to moot tho 
current legal oxpondltnro of tho Corporation 
which bocomoB payable out of tho annual 
rovenuo before the rovonuo for tbo year bo 
comes payable by Uio tax payors ; 

And wnERKAB sovonty-flvo por cent, of the 
amount of taxes upon land, Improvemonts or 
real property, collected during tho year 1831, of 
the sum that was loviod that year by a general 
rate upon land. Improvements or real property 
waa $121,330.13: 

AND WHEREAS to meet tbo current legal ox 
pendlture of the Corporation of tho City oC 
Tlotorla for tho year 1895, payable out of th- 
annual revonno, before such rovonuo for such 
year bocomoa payable by Uio tax payors, it ia 
reqaisite' for tbo said Corporation to borrow 
the aam of 9120,000 ; 

TaBRBFORB the Mnnlolpal Connoll of the 
Corporation of tho City of Vlotoria enacts aa 
foUowa : 

Sec. 1. It shall bo lawful for tho Corporation 
of tho City of Victoria, b 7 the Mayor and the 
Finance Committoo thereof, to borrow npon 
the credit of the said Corporation from any 
person or persona, firm or Arms, corporation or 
corporations who may be wUllnK to advance 
tho aame. the sum of (tSO.iOO, In aaoh amoonta 
and at BQoh timea as subject as hereinafter pro- 
vided the same may In the opinion of the 
Mayor and the Finance Committee of tio 
Council be required, bearing intoroat at a 
rate not exceeding five por centum por annum 

Sec. a. The money so borrowed shall be ex 
ponded in defraying the onirent legal expenses 
of tho said Corporation far the year 189S, and 
shall, together with the Interest thereon, be 
ro-payable and repaid to the lender or lenders 
thereof, on or before the Slat day of December 

1893, out of the mnnlolpal revenue for the said 
year. 

Soc. 3. Tho amount 80 bomwed and interest 
thereon shall bo a liability of the aald Corpora 
tlon payable out of the municipal revenue for 
current year 1895, and the form of obllgatlou to 
bo given as aoknowlodgment of suchllabUlty 
ahall be a promissory noto or notes to the aaid 
lender or londora oalhoauma may bo required 
signed by tho Mayor and tho PinancoCommittoo 
and tho Clork of tho aald Corporation, and 
bearing the seal of tho aaid Corporation, all of 
which notes shall bo mado payable on or bo- 
foro Iho 3lBt December, 1895. and shall contain 
a clause that tho liablllly of tho said Corpora- 
tion incurred by said promissory noto or notos 
shall be a liability payable oat of the municipal 
revenue for the current year 1895. 

Sec. 1. In tho construction of I hia By-law tho 
oxprosslons "Land" and " Iniprovomonts," 
and " Real Property," shall havo roapoctivoiy 
the meaning given to them in the Municipal 
Aot, 1892, and amendments thereto. 

See. 5. This By-law may bo cited as the "An- 
nual Loan By-law, 1830."

Some twenty-four 
men have defied the aathoriliet and oalUd 
for rebel teoruita at Ybsrra, near Mfttanzia, 
iLDd trouble Is reported also from Quanta- 
namo. It is reported that several revolu- 
tionary parties rose In arms in diflferent 
parts of the island. The Qovernor General 
yesterday issued a proclamation saspendiog 
the oonatltutional unarantees. There is 
great ezoitement through the island. Many 
well knowh aeptratlsta have been arrested. 
It is reported here that there haa been au 
engagomont between yovernment troopa and 
tho inaurqonati. 

ISKW York, Fob 27. — Cipher diapat^hes 
received here by mombera of tho Cuban 
revolutionary party, to whom the date sat 
for an uprising haa been known ainco Feb. 
9, told that tho revolution had been begun 
Jose Marti, twice banished from Cuba bo- 
cauae of bis hate of Spanish donominatiou, 
and Gen. Maximo Gomtz, who oomniindcd 
the eastern wing of the Cuban rebels in the 
revolution of 1868, left New York two 
weeks ago for Vera Cruz, ond news reotlvod 
from Cuba last night tella that they have 
landed, tor their arrival was to be the aiciQal 
for an uprising. It waa here in New York 
that the rebellion was planned, and it was 
from hero that the order was eent which 
lighted the Qro of civil war in Cuba. Cuban 
loadere here in league with the revolutionists 
of the islands, and with sympithisers in tho 
United States, Mezloo and the South Am- 
erican republics, have been li ng preparing 
for tho event. 

The Insurgent forces in Mataozaa, where 
one wing of the patriot party raised ita 
standard, are under command cf Msjnr 
Qeneral Jalio Sangnily, The jpoint *men> 
tioned te about aixty aix miles east of Ha- 
vana on the west end of the Island, and the 
fact that these widely separated places are 
gWen prominence is accepted by the Cu- 
bans in New Yoik to mean that the up- 
rising extended throughout the lalanda, and 
that the Spaniah authorities were attempt- 
ing to belittle its extent. The revolu- 
tionary forces in the eastern sebtion 
of the island, which Inolades Gnan- 
tanamo, are commanded by Brig. Gen. 
Guillermo Monoada, It Is estimated he 
can raise 4.000 men. The Spanish forces 
nnmbered about 18,000 regulars, of wbloh 
about 6,000 are stationed at Santiago de 
Cuba, and are so within reach of the rebels 
at Gnantanamo. The bulk of the remain- 
ing Spanish troops are stationed at Havana, 
and so are near the aoene of Gen. Saoguily's 
starting point, Ybarra. Men who are high 
in the oonnoils of the Cuban party here, and 
who w -re Intrnated with the date set for 
tho uprising, aay that with the arms whioh 
have been smuggled into Cuba during the 
laab few weeka and which were landed near 
Matanzaa and other points, and those al- 
ready in poeaession of the patriot forcep, 
Gen. Gomr z would be able to arm ,3,000 men 
at once and miiny more within a abort time. 

VVasuinoton Citv, Feb. 27. — Secretary 
Grea&am has rooaivod a cablegram from 
United States Consul Williams at Havana, 
announcing that martial law haa been pro- 
claimed in Cabi, The Spaniah Minister, 
Senor Maragua, also received aimllar ad- 
vices. According to MIniater Maragua'a 
advices there have been two small ementea 
in Cuba. The first waa in the Province of 
Matanz^ia, in the south, whore fifteen men 
armed thomselvea and undertook to atart a 
rnbellion ; the other was in tho Province of 
Cuba, where twenty-seven rebela wore 
routed by the govornmont troopa, and six 
taken priaonera. The minister has no ap- 
prehension of a general uprieing. 

The cablegram from Conaul-Genotal Wil« 
liainu at Huv,.iiu further oaya that owing to 
the continuance of the rebellion near San- 
tiiigo (!e Cuba and Matt>nzii>, which begun 
February 24, the Governor General has ia- 
aued u prcclamation declaring Iheae prov- 
incea to be in a state of war. The civil 
authorities are, it ia said, continuing in tho 
exercise of thetr faaotions and oBar a full 
pardon to all insurgents who submit to the 
legal authorMes within eight days. The 
rest of the ialand ia tratqnil, and all the 
recognized political parties have given their 
support to tho government. 

Reporta by mail received at the State 
department to-day from consuls In Cuba 
show a deplorable state of affairs theru. 
Conaul-Gen ra Williams aends a copy of a 
cablegram udarussed by the provincial depu- 
tation if M.itanzis on FebfUiry 16 to 
tho reproaoni atlvts of that province in 
the Cortcfl at Midrld, as followb : Tho 
Matunzis (ipputitinn oonsiclera tho sugir 
criaia moat gruvo. It boliovea it will be im- 
poaaiblo to iiiiitli the omp. Tho fiuaponsion 
of all tuxos on Cuban augir with 
ita free uilmipaion into the peninsular 
markets for one ye;ir is iheroloro 
urgently neccKaftry." A report from Consul 
IJikor, at Siigua \i\ (jrancio, saya Ijuukruptcy 
appears inevitable for nine-teniha of tho 
growers in h'n diatriot and tho niilla may 
not finish their grinding. Ho predicta that 
u long contlDUiioco of tho present condiliona 
will aeo " a (iir«.-ful and diiiaslroua " atato of 
aflaira, even with tho moat prosperous plant- 
ers. The impoverished condition of the peo- 
ple is verified by tho almost daily suapen- 
slon of well known firma.

Tlie Coeos Island Experiment Now Be- 
ing Bepeated Nearer 
Home. 

Mayne Island the Scene ot the Trea- 
sure Hanters' Present 
Operations, 

A story of buried treasure thai) is sure to 
appeal to the lovers of the romantlo, comes 
from Mayne island, in tho Gulf of Georgia, 
where there died, aome twenty yeara ago, an 
old man by the name of Nicholson, who hud 
come to that cjuiot epot to end hia days in 
peace after a bard life in the minea of Aus- 
tralia, California and Cariboo. Niohoison 
was an Englishman by birth, and lived in a 
rudo mud houao which he built for bimaelf 
in the centre of the ialand. The remains cf 
this humble abode are still conspicuoua to 
passora-by, 

Micholaon was miserly In the extreme, de- 
priving himself not infrequently of the com- 
monest necessities of life, and being always 
apparently In actual want. Besides being 
otherwise eccentric in his habita he had an 
unreasoning horror of banks, and often ex- 
pressed the opinion that money buried be- 
neath the ground was money best invested. 
The neighbors regarded hiQ aa a wealthy 
man though he always pleaded poverty, but 
the extent of bis wealth was never aurmiaed 
until one day a friend happening into tho 
cabin took him by aurpriae m he waa bend- 
iog over a abining heap of gold. There wre 
ten and twenty d illar pieces enough to lill 
the table, beaidea many "slugs" — an ootug- 
onal shaped piece of gold at toat time in oir- 
culation on the coast and valued at fifty 
dollars. 

The old man after this adventnre 
made extensive alterations in and 
about hia cabin, proteotiug himself 
against further ' intrusion by keeping his 
place continually under lock and key, with 
a heavy shutter on the inside of the solitary 
little window so that he might at all hours 
of the day or night, unobserved and unin- 
terrupted, worahip hia gold. 

As the miser'a days drew to a close he was 
constantly urged by those on terms of ac- 
quaintance with him to disclose the secret 
hiding place of his treasure, for it was 
generally agreod that it was not put away in 
tho cabin, but buried somewhere in the 
vicinity. Nicholson did not, however, feel 
that way inclined and acted with constantly 
growing cikution and auaplcion toward his 
fellow islanders. 

A neighbor finally found him to ail ap- 
pearances dying, and in his humans desire 
to aid tho suflerer placed him in his bed and 
hastened to the nearest reeidenoe for assist- 
ance, without asking any questions. Re- 
turning, they found tho old man in hia 
extremity and past apeoch ; by the move- 
ment of bis lips and the restiosa rolling of 
the eyea they knew that be wished to tell 
them eomething, but the seal of death was 
on hia tongue and the words were never 
apoken. The secret waa buried in the 
miaor'a grave. 

Long after the old man had pasaed away 
tho search for hia gold continued, probing 
hia small eatate with long bayonets being 
tho order of tho day. Neodleea to aay the 
troBBure ia not yet found — the only reward 
of the Boarchers was §4 50 in silver, found 
atowed away between tho bricks and dirt of 
tho old fireplace. Maty attempts havo 
alnco bten made to locate tho gold, but all 
to no avail. Very recently an eSjrt has 
been made bo discover the long sought 
*' mine " by a professor of geology with the 
aid of a magnetic Instrument. Tho secret 
is atill a secret, however, and not discour- 
aged by the many failures a party of proa- 
psotors is no IV preparing to once again ex- 
plore tha little orchard. The search will 
commence this week and tho slugs and tens 
and twontiea nmy yet see doylight.

Wo 800 by our apoolal telegram from Ot- 
tawa thut the Privy Caanoll ia to hear tho 
applio&tioQ of the Roman CathoHo minority 
for redress of what they oonaldor their 
grievance, on Monday. A nioe positina %ik* 
members of that Couaoll would bo in if titty 
had ahown by their platform ubleranoea fh»» 
tboy had already pn jadg id tho caao ! Yot 
thla Is what Mr. Laurior and his organs have 
been roproaohiog and abasing thorn for nob 
doing. They impttted their silence to cow- 
ardice. They had nob aenis enough to aoo 
that the members of the Oovern- 
menb who were to hear the case 
•rgaod, and to deoido what aobion was bo bo 
token in the matter, must bo silent aa long 
as the case was pending, and that ib would 
be wrong, indeed indisareeb, for bhem to ex- 
presi an opinion npon it one way or tho 
other. Or if thoy did see that the mombora 
■of the Governmont were not in a position to 
apeak frooly on tho aubjocb they had not the 
faimeas or the honesty to admit thut auoh 
wai the oaae. Thoy never lost) an opportun- 
ity to tannb the Governmenb on their ailenoe 
er to reproaoh them for their inaction, 
Ifow that the question has oomo up for con 
■idcTRtion we Snd that it is Manitoba and 
nob the Dominion Government that aaka for 
delay. 

OA.VPAiaX LIBS. 

The words in season uttered by Mr. 
Bitlieb at the meeting of tiie Liberal Con- 
serrative Aeaooiation on Tusaday evening 
•oattered to the winda the beautifal atruo- 
tnre of lies that bhe Grits had so carefully 
and ingeniously built for election purpoaea. 
lb hud been reported that Mr. Ritheb had 
sold his outer wharf property to the G. I*. R. 
for a millioa and a Italf dollars. Of course 
this waa made and cironlated for the pur 
poae of leading bhe eleotora to believe that 
khe Canadian Paoifio had purchased Mr. 
'Rithot'a interest In tho British Paoifio 
Mr. Rithot ridiculed tbia yarn. Ho told 
those who related id to him that ho 
would take the half million for himself and 
doa the million in giving the British Paoifio 
a start. He, in fact, breated the abory aa 
a ridionlona fabrioablon from beginning to 
end. 

Soma of tho CJrit wisaaoroa raiaod and air 
culatod the report bhab the Dooiinion Gov 
emmenb had refnaed to listen to any rcquobt 
for aid to bniid the British Paoifio, adding 
that ita mombera were nnder Van Horne'a 
thumb and were oblieed to do exactly aa he 
dictated. The eleotora of Viotoria bbarcfore, 
thoy asaertod, need not expect any help from 
tho Dominion Governmenb to oonsbtucb 
railway that might be considered a rival 
to the C.P.Bi Mr. Bitheb told the meet 
inn that the Dominion Qovernment 
had nob been approached by anyone 
So obtain aid to build the IJrItiah Paoifio, for 
tho cimplo rcaaon that tho projectors of that 
great work have novor been in a position to 
make definite proposals with reapeot to it; 
bnt when the project waa in sooh a shape 
•a would warrant an appliolttion to Farlia- 
nent for the aid uaually granted to roada 
bnllt for th!' benefit of the Dominion goner- 
ally,thoro would, ho waa euro, bo no trouble 
in getting a subsidy. The story, then, that 
the Government refnaed to aid in the oou- 
a^.ruccion of the Britiah Paoifio was not true, 



for the very euGBoIent reason bhab the Govern- 
ment bad nob been asked to help ib. 

Those who remembur how the Griba, both 
in bhe Government and oat o( the Govern- 
ment, aoted when the Canadian Paoifio waa 
projeoted atd'waa being bnllt, fflnab aee that 
bhore la very libtio reason to expeob help 
from bhem towards tlio oonstruotion of any 
railw;iy in this fir wnatern provinoa. They 
have never ceased to grumble attbo railway 
-tdrautages that were extended to Britidi 
Colambia by the M^odonald Oovernnisnt, 
and it la moat aolikely that thoy can be 
readily induced to extend and inorouoo those 
advuniiigoa. Thcai.', thon, who try to maho 
the eleutora of Viotoria believe thab a Grib 
Oo^ernment will bo more favorable to the 
British Faoifia than one oomposed of Con- 
sorvativea, are either trying to deceive them 
or they are altogether Ignorant of the solfish- 
ncsa and tho narrowness displayed by the 
so called Llborala when they wore in a posi- 
tion to grant railway aid to British Columbia. 
They were both niggardly and unenterpris- 
ing. What they were then they are now. 

THB FAEMER8 AND FRM TRADE. 

Tho Hon. Mr. Patterson did well to 
direct the attention of the farmers of the 
Dominion to tho fact that British free trade, 
hich Mr. Liurior wanta the pooplo of Can- 
ada to adopt, will open tho Cinadian market 
to the farmers of tho United States while 
the United Statea market will remain closed 
to Canadian farmers. The policy he would 
introduoo deserves well to be called a "jug- 
handled " polioy, for tho advantago will be 
all on ono side, and that side tho American 
sldo. Amorioan butter, cheoao, live-stook, 
butohers' moat, grains and roots of all kinds 
would, under British free trade, come into 
Cinnda perfectly free, whilo farm pro- 
duce of all kinds from Canada muat 
pay a heavy duty before ib ia ollowed to 
oroaa tho national boundary lino. This was 
probty much tho case before 187S, aliI tho 
farmers of Canada were so muoh disgnated 
with only an approach to British free trade 
that they potitlonod their Government for 
protection. 

Under tlio Rtform Govornmenli, said Mr. 
Patterson, Amoricina could send into this 
oonntry their barley, wheat, oati, beans, 
peas, rye, buckwheat, Indian oorn, oatmeal, 
rye-floor and oorn-meal free of duty. Bnt 
when the prodnots of the Canadian firmer 
came to enter the Amerloan markeo thc-y 
were met with these dntiea :— Barley 10 
centa per baabel, wheat 10 cents per bushel, 
beana 15 centa per bushel, oate, peas and 
rye 10 oonts per buebel, Indian corn 
7J cents per bushel, oatmeal 1^ cents per 
pound, wheat flour 50 cents a barrel, and 
cornmeal '10 cents a bjirrel. Those figures 
may not sound very large, bub an averoge of 
$15,000,000 were imported from that coun- 
try, and to show you how it figured out take 
bhe last year of Reform Governmenb. In 
1878 wo sold to the people of tho United 
States $12,000,000 worth of agricultural 
products, and In order to obtain access to 
those niarkota to effect that aalo wo were 
taxed 84,000,000. Thoy sold us during that 
time §15,000,000 of produots, and we taxed 
bhem nothing. 

Thla la how the jug-handled trade 
worked, and ib Is nob surprising 
thab Canadian farmers got sick and 
tired of ib. Yet Mr. Laurier would 
re-introdnoe it. Ue would have Canada 
made the dnmpiag ground of the surplus 
farm prodnoe and manufaotarea of the 
United States— a kind of sacrifice market to 
which American gooda thab could nob bo 
sold ab home would be sent and sold — not at 
a profit ab ail, bub for what bhey would 
feboh. Id is auoh a competibioo as bhis bhat 
Mr, Lanrier would bring againsb the farmers 
and the manufaoturers of the Dominion. 
The book economlata, anoh as get the nioe 
little eaaays carefully copied from the pub- 
lications of tho Cobdon Club, published in 
the Times, tell us thab competition of this 
kind Is good for Canada, bub experience — 
tho experience of the farmer and the 
struggling mannfaotnrer— baa proved ib to 
be rninoua, Engliah freo trade does not in 
these days do a bib too well for England. 
Adopted by Canada it would be an exotic, 
and would thrive about as well as bananas 
would on Vancouver Island. 



never act In such an uoroasonablo and such 
a selfiah way as this. Biib this is exactly 
the way they have aoted towards England, 
who has opened her porta to almost every- 
thing they produce. Thoy are nob grateful 
for the trade favors extended to them by 
Groat Britain. Thoy uao them and profit 
by them, hub they do not droam of recipro- 
ouiDg;on the contrary lh«y treat Great 
Britain as if ahe wore commeroially their 
enemy. Is there tho lenat reason to believe 
thob thfy would not difljronlly towards 
Canada ? 



LA U HI SIR'S TUX P. 



Tho Toronto Mail and Kmpiro concludes 
a vieoroua article on tho trade iasu'.a with 
tho following pithy passage, which contains 
much more truth than poetry : 

"Free trade ea they havo ib in Eng- 
Ibud " oertainly gives, aa intended, a loyal 
flavor to the platform orationa, It enablea 
Mr. Laurler to say thab he la a Liberal of 
bhe English school, wibb omphaaia on the 
word Knglleb, and ib affurda Mr. O. Yf. 
Robs an opportunity to recite with enthuai- 
asm stanzas from bhe National Anthem. 
Still, if we lay aside the theatrical proper- 
ties, what, aa Mr. Patterson asks, la there 
for the country in bhe revised policy ? Ib is 
destructive of revenue, unless we adopt 
direct taxation Thip, however, wo oanuot 
do, for Mr. Lauricr'a provincial friends oro 
laying on uU tho dirtcs taxes tho 
pcoplo can coiiifortabiy curry. But, 
what ia more, it ia diatioolly in- 
jurious to trade. Not ono maiket 
place can it open to ua. li/ not) ono cent 
can It improve prioca, For not one man 
will it find half an hour'a work. Ib meana a 
return to tho oonditiona prevailing in 1878. 
when, aa tho farmera well know, American 
produce Hooded our niarkota, and, as the 
artieana will reman. bar, induatry waa under 
tho heel of a compolition which waa all the 
more intoleroblo aeoiog that it was not re- 
ciprocal. Tho policy, ovon though labelled 
Britiah, ia preulaoly nimllar to unrestricted 
reciprocity, with tho dlffurcnoo that wo are 
nob to eojjy a ainglo advantago in the 
United Statea market. That bullets will be 
ncoesaary to defeat it there is no reason to 
believe. Tho ballots of those thoughtful, 
responaible Canadians who are moved by 
feelings of affection for their country, and 
by an earnest desire far Its prosperity in the 
future, will adequately do the work. 

SIR OLIFE&'S MAJORITY. 

Sir Oliver Mowat ia either tho Inokieat or 
the moat skilful of premiera. Ab the gen- 
eral election he was vwy hard pressed. Tho 
Patrona during the campaign developed 
considortiblo Btrength and they did not ap- 
pear at all favorable to the Liberals. When 
the olectiona were over it waa quostionablo 
whether Sir Oliver had a clear majority of 
Liberala. Bnt he has been very successful 
in the by-electtona and now bbero is 
nob tho loaab doubt about his ma- 
jority. Tho now Legislativo Assembly 
ia ooaipoaed of 51 Liberals, 20 Conservatives 
and 15 Patrons, so the Governmenb 
has a clear majority of 10. Ib does not ap- 
pear that the Patrons aro very strongly op- 
posed to Sir Oliver's Governmont, bub it ap- 
peared at one time as if they would havo an 
inlluence in the Legislature altogether dis- 
proportionsto to their numbera. Ib la to be 
observed that the supporters of the Govern- 
ment are not now nearly so desirous to 
pleaae the Patrons as they werQ|a few 
months ago. That tho Patrons are not in a 
position to dictate terms to tho Government 
does not appear to bo oonaidered by any 
moans a misfortune in Ontario.

REOIPROOITY TO BE BURKED. 

Tho Liberals protond to bo in favor of re- 
ciprocity with tho United Statea. Thoy 
say it would bo a good thing for Canada, 
and so it would, if wo could get ib on any- 
thing like fair torma ; but they do nob aecm 
to seo that by advocating liritish freo Irado 
they are proposing to do what will make 
reciprocity impoBaiblo. Under free trade 
both markat* would be free for tho coin- 
moditiea agreed upon. If we had rooipro 
olty In, say, live-stock, Canadian animals 
would enter the United States free of duty 
and United States animals would bo froo to 
enter Canada. But if British free trade 
woro established in this country American 
live-stock would enter Canada aa 
frooly aa Canadian stock enters Viotoria, 
but when Canadians wanted to send 
their rattle to tho United States there 
would bo a different story to toll, They 
would have to pay u high duty before they 
wero ullowod to enter United States terri- 
tory. If Canadians protested against this, 
as when thoy oame to their senses they 
would be certain to do, and said, " This ia 
not a fair deal, your life atock la permitted 
to enter our country freo of duty and you 
ought to treat us in tho same way with re- 
gard to our live abook ;" their answer would 
mosb probably bo: " Why I wa get all the 
trade advantages we want from you without 
money and without price. We are aatiafied. 
If yon are not aatiafied with yonr own 
policy thab is your lookout. It is to bo pro- 
aumod thab you undoratand your 
own buainoaa and made your tariff 
to suit yourselves, nob us. It does 
not suit ua to give you the run of our 
marketa free gratis for nothing, and we aro 
not going to do It. We'll see you In Texae 
first. We do not hold our marketa aa ohoap 
aa you do youra, aud next your wo propoao 
to imposo an extra ton or twolvo per cent, 
duty on CemadiaD produots."

(3) With rtfjronce to the Victoria 
Wanderera having to accept any and all of 
tho arrangementa that the Rangera aaw fit 
to make, I might draw the attention of 
" Aasoofation («a he oalla himaeif), to 
clause 4 of tho couetltution of the aaaocia- 
tlon, which deals with all matters relating 
to the final cup tie. (4) The aaaoolation ia 
not an association run by the Nanaimo 
R'khgera Football Cinb, as] all the different 
olubs of the assoolatlon ate duly notified of 
any meeting which ia to take place, but if 
the clnba notified do not aend delegitea to 
represent them then they moat (all In line 
with the majority, whiob the Wanderera do 
not seem to want to do. (5) The president 
did not rule against tho voting powers of 
tho delegate of tho Barracks Athletics, as 
the question was never raised. 

Aa to the (|Ue8tion tf the Wanderers hav- 
ing to travel so muolj, this is not any fault 
of tho Nanaimo Ringera. All teams are 
placed in the drawing and each mast stand 
its chance. The Ringers acted vory fairly 
with the Wanderers at tho meeting, and 
made a propuaition to them that if the 
match at Nanaimo was a draw they would 
travel to Viotoria and play the final there.

During 
the twenty years that have passed, tho record of the PROVIDENT has boon one of steady, healthy, honest growth, the natural outcome of prudence, economy, and an adequate appreciation of the demand of the times ; and the record of 
1894 aflbrds ample proof that upon this foundation has boon roared a structure of such strength and permanence as fully to justify the contidenco so generally accorded the Society. Grateful for your appreciation ill the past, and keenly 
alive to the responsibility which its continuance imposes, wo are addressing ourselves to the demands of the present with a determination to retain what we have gained and to make such additions to its volume as are consistent with sue- 



LABOE AND THE TARIFF. 

The Lecltlniate Outcome of a Policy Based 
on the Principles of BrltlBh 
Free Trade. 

(Montreal Qazotto, Fob. 20.) 

In hla Bpeeoh at Sohmer park Mr. Lanrler 
made an eapoolal appeal to the worklngmen 
to rally to the support of the Liberal policy 
of British free trade, on the ground that 
numbers of them fail to find employment at 
present nnder the protective tariff. Assum- 
ing the oooaslon for the invocation to exist, 
ic would be interestlDg to know how the im- 
portation of foreign goodB in larger quantity 
will afford employment for tho workingmon 
who, aeoording to Mr. L»urier, are going 
aboob the streets of Montreal in hundreds 
aakiog for bread or work. Will a revenue 
tariff kindle the fire in a single forge ? VVill 
it start the loom in a single taotory ? Will 
It turn the wheel in ft single mill? Assur- 
edly not, because the very purpose of the 
fifloal polioy advocated by the Liberal party 
ii the introduction cf more foreign-made cot- 
tons, more foreign-made cloths, more for 
eign-made iron, more foreign-made goods 
generally for the dual objects of (1) raising a 
larger rovenuo and (2) cbeapening the oost 
of tho commodities to ooDsumers. Let us 
brielly aonaidor these objeots. 

An aJequuto revenue for the needs of the 
public service can uc questionably be col- 
lected by means of a tariff b^sed on the 
principles i f liritieli free irnde, that la to 
aay, u tunll' deaigiit-il solely for tho purposes 
of revenue, and from which every veBtigo of 
protection will bo elimiuuted. Under audi 
u sya em, commodities not napablo of pro 
duolion in Canada will bo ta.xoii to ihi- 
ncoaaaury rovenuc-produolDg point, and 
every dollar of duty luid on will tind its way 
ialo tho treasury. Coffee, sugar, too, 
Ifquora, tropical fruita, and other foodatuffd 
not grown in this country will bo made aub- 
jiot to taxation precisely as they wore from 
187-t to 1878. Agrioullural products, how 
ever, will be admitted tree, for tho reason 
that a duty upon thorn, however ainall, muat 
operate as a protection to tho Canadian pro 
duoer and so run counter to tho principles of 
free trade to which the Liberal party 
■ oacds committed. Raw materials, Mr. 
Liurier declares, are to bo made free. 
QL'hey are so at present with few exooptions, 
bub the exceptions are important, and so we 
are told the duties on oo&l and iron arc to 
be removed. In the interest of mauufac- 
tares'! In order that industry may thrive 
and labor Sod employment? Mot; at all. 
The oonoesslon cf free ooal and iron offered 
with one hand is to be rendered valueleaa by 
roduoiog the duties on the manufactured 
products to a point wbioh will encourage 
their importation to the end of cheapness 
and revenue. Id can ba no sort of advantage 
to tho mannfaoturer of iron to be promised 
free coal and pig iron if the like products of 
hiu mill aro also to bo admitted free from 
other countries, or at so low a rate of duty 
as will onablo the foreign competitor to mon- 
opolize tho Canadian market. Yet that ia 
the polioy Mr. Liurlor diatlnotly statoa his 
party will eatahllali if returned to power at 
the next elootiona. 

Then, what becomes of tho workingnion, 
to whom tho Btrong appeal for votes is 
made! Suppose, for the aako of argument, 
there are fivo hundred of them looking for 
work In Montreal to-day. According to tho 
last census, there are 1,927 employes in tho 
■agar refineries of Canada. Will it tend to 
jnltigate the condition of the laboring olasaei i 



to have these men thrown out of employ- 
ment, and added to the idle number, as will 
inevitably happen if the Liberal party ia 
given an opportunity to put its policy into 
operation! There are 8,502 hands employ- 
ed in the cotton factories of CanaJi, and 
7.156 hands in the woollen mills. Will it 
relieve tho distress of tho laboring clasaea 
whioh Mr. Lautier depicts, to throw this 
army upon the streets by tho substitution 
cf foreign-made cotton and woollen goods 
for the home-made article in order that the 
prices may bo cheapened, the rovenuo pur- 
pose served and the " bano and curse" of 
protection romcvod ? It ia, in fact, a re- 
finement of ciualty to offor the unemployed 
a remedy in tho shape of free trade, which 
must forever destroy all chance of employ- 
ment at homo, and intensely increaso ihoir 
distrosaful condition by ougmontic;,; their 
numbers many-fold. 

But, aay thoao free tradera, our policy 
will make goods cheap, and that la tho 
great end after all. Lot ua aeo. Shut 
out from foreicn markets by high tariffs, 
the Canadian producer, whether ho be a 
farmer or monufacturer, will bo com- 
pelled to sell in tho oheapest market, his 
own. made so by fierce oompotltiou from 
abroad. Clieapness entails a diminution 
in iacomes generally, and leas employment, 
and If the workingman oeases to earn wages, 
or is foroed to accept low wages, of what use 
to him are ohe'ip commodities be has no 
lorger the means of paying for? It will be 
pour comfort to the tugar refiner or the cot- 
ton operative, deprived of employment and 
wages, by a Liberal tariff based upon the 
j principles of British free trade, to be told 
that hu can buy his sugar half a cent a 
pound, or hia cotton cloth a cent a yard 
oheapor. Choapneaa in tho pairot cry of 
tho Iroo trader, hut tho first oonditinn of 
thia iimoh vaunted panacea iaohuup labor. 
An excellent thing for people with 
fixed incomes, it means degradation 
and niiaory for thoao who depend 
on tho rewards of daily toil. What 
Is tho eourco of tho complaint of had trade 
which ia hoard '! Ia Ic that prices aro loo 
high ? The farmer dooa not grumble when 
the price of his producta riaea ; hia griev- 
ance Is that tho return for hi« industry ia 
too email, that hia labor ia uudor-pald at 
prices preiently ruling for grain. 

Does tho artisan in the city, tho operative 
in the mill, profit by the low price of food- 
stuffe ! Obviously not, becauao when tho 
farmer realizes less for his producta, he hua 
leaa money with which to purohato the 
produce of tho mills and factories, 
and tho output of those in turn 
being thus reduced, tho number of the 
unemployed is augmented. Mr. Ltiuriur 
proposes to make Canada a cheap country to 
live in, by plaoing within the reach of the 
people the cheap products of the cheap labor 
of Europe. If we are to compete wo must 
compote with equally obeap products, and 
thercforo equally aheap labor. Do the 
workini^men desire that oonditlon of things ? 
Do they wish to see foreign goods substitut- 
ed for Canadian-made goods, and the cheap 
times, which always bring in their Irain 
depression of trade, lack of employment and 
low wages, perpetuated ? If that bo thoir 
deaire they can obtain it by supporting tho 
Liberal party, but If they covot work and 
fair wages thoy will, when tho opportunity 
comes, vote for the maintonanoo of tho 
National polioy, for a tariff which protects 
thorn against the pauper labor of Kuropo, 
and whioh affords them steady employmenG 
to the oapaoity of the home market. j

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DANCING AND MUSIC.

moveniuiit and elegaucoof iiiaiinurs aud 
iu inducing a polite attention and cour- 
tesy to others ■which, whether assumed 
or real, are personal traits without 
■which good society mold soarooly exist. 

Though it would Tjo claiming too 
much for dancing to maintain that tlie 
mind feels tho beauty of uiiiphasis and 
cadence iu muscular motion just a." 
much as in musical notes, it is certain 
that such regulated movements are pro- 
ductive of states of fooling closely an- 
alogous to those caused by certain kinds 
of music. Tiioro are .some tunes whieli 
instantly prompt saltatory inotions of 
tho feet and inovomonts of other part.s 
of tlio liody, while, on tho other hand, 
tho highest forms of mu.sio havo almost 
invariably an ontiroly opposite nffoct 
and create not only nobler emotions, 
but emotions of a different character. 

While dancing, as the physical ex- 
pression of a lowef and more sensuous 
form of feeling, m-ust rank behind mu- 
sic in its offoct upon tho mind, it should 
not bo forgotten that it has important 
uses in this respect, oven indopondout 
of the degree of pleasure derived from 
the exercise. Certain titillations of tho 
fancy find their natural expression in 
laughing, and certain sensations sug- 
gesting rhythmical motions express 
themselves naturally in dancing. To 
suppress either would undoubtedly havo 
an injurious effect upon tho mind as 
preventing the spontaiieons outflow of 
states of consciousness which ' required 
such modes of oxprossion to make thorn 
complete. 

It is, however, from a physiological 
point of Tiew that daiioing most be re- 
garded as of tho most importance. 
Whilo it calls into play every nmsclo of 
tho body, it does so without producing 
that violent tension so characteristic of 
gymnastio exercises generally, and un- 
like the latter, instead of being prompt- 
ed by a spirit of omulatiou or of angry 
contention, is the outcome of tho gen- 
tlest aud most pleasurable oniotiona. 

Admitting the truth of tho hypothesis 
of human development from a low scale 
of being to a higher, it would bo nat- 
ural to conclude that man danced bo- 
foro ho laughed. There is a still greater 
degree of probability that dancing, at 
least in its rudest forms, antedated tho 
invention of musical instruments and 
snoh a knowledge of tho harmonious 
arrangement of sounds as would proi)orly 
constitutii music. Indeed it is altt)gether 
probable that tlie first rude attempts at 
musical composition were made to corre- 
spond with and to facilitate various 
measured steps and rhythmic movements 
of the bod}-, and that music in its higher 
forms, ajipealing to subtler and nobler 
emotions aud unaccompanied by dancing 
or singing, was a development of the 
art which was only reached at a long 
finbsofiuent period. 

The earliest historical reference made 
to dancing is in tlie account given in tho 
book of Exddns of Miriam and tho 
women (d' Israel celebrating thu do- 
structiiiii iif Pliaraoli's host in tho Red 
si awilh tiinliri ls, singing and dancing. 
Tliis triuiiipli was essentially r(!ligiou3 
in its character, and for ages subseiineiit 
dancing fcjriued an inipurtant feature of 
Jewish, pagan and oven of Christiau 
worship. 

That it had boon used iu tho sorvioo 
of tho Ijgyptian god Apis pnn'ious to 
the time nf Miriam (13, (,'. MDl) would 
appear evident from tho fact that the 
Israelites a short time afterwatd danced 
boforo tho image of tho calf made in 
imitation of Apis. About -l.'jO years 
later David, tho Hebrew king, celebrat- 
ed tho bringing of tho ark to Jerusalem 
by "leaping and dancing before the 
Lord" and secured the contempt of his 
wife ]Michal by his wild dancing frolics 
in a seminudo stato. 

.Sacred dances formed a prominent 
feature of (ho worship of tho gods in an- 
cient Greece and Rome. Tho practice 
veappeared in thooarly tJhristian church, 
Hieoial provision being made for danc- 
ing in tho choir. Soaligor, a noted ec- 
clesiastic of his time who danced bo- 
foro the Emperor Cliarlos V, did so 
with so much vigor and skill that tho 
monarch expressed surprise at his ea- 
jiorior oxecntion and powers of endur- 
ance. T)ie highest dignitaries of tho 
church indulged in tliis singular reli- 
gious custom, aud bishops weru froquont- 
ly called "prffisulars" because they led 
the dancing on feast days. Till tho mid- 
dle of the last century thero wore still 
traces of religious dancing in somo of 
tho cathedrals of Spain and Portugal, 
and even up to the present the practice 
has not fallen entirely into desuetude 
among certain Christian scots. 

Tho daiici's common among civilized 
nations are too well known to require 
detailed descriptions. Their origin, 
however, can scarcely fail to interest 
the cnrious iu such matters. 

Hhe waltz was familiarly known in 



the south of France in the twelfth cen- 
tury. In the time of Lonis Vn It was 
brought to Paris, where it remained a 
favorite until late in tho sixteenth cen- 
tury, when it was introduced into Ger- 
many aud has been popular thero over 
since. Tto "contradanse," long a favor- 
ite in France, was imported from Eng- 
land during tho minority of Louis XV 
aud was mado moro elaborate and artis- 
tic than it had been boforo. The "lan- 
cers" is an English dance of compara- 
tively modern invention. It was intro- 
duced into France lato in the reign of 
Louis Philippe and sprang at once into 
popular favor. Tho "gavotte," a pure- 
ly Frouch dance, displayed many points 
iu common M'ith the "minuet, " being 
a sliding, slow moving figure, very 
stately and graceful, bnt inclined to be 
stiff and formal. Msrlo Antionotte 
danced it with such fascinating grace 
that it became a groat favorite, but it 
and other graceful varieties of tho poet- 
ry of motion woro soon replaced by the 
atrociotis "carmagnolo, " moro to the 
taste of the bloodthirsty furies of the 
guillotine. Neil Macdonald. 



WOMAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

DlHabllltlc.i of ■Women Who Live In Noct 
Jer.scy. 

How thankful most of tho women iu 
this country ought to be that thoy do 
not havo to live in New Jersey! That 
benighted state is at least 500 years be- 
hind tho times. Its vico chancellor bo- 

ieves that woman is tho chattel of her 
husband, and that her services, time, 
soul aud body belong to him as much as 
his horse or dog does, to do exactly 
what ho pleases with. A woman is not 
a human being in .Jersey. Hhoisa chat- 
tel, a moro or le-ss highly valued piece 
of personal property. A married woman 
in a little Jersey town taught a private 
school. If she had not needed money, 

ho would not have taught school. But 
tho Jiusband not supplying it, she took 
this method, like a bravo and indepond- 
ont woman, of getting it lu isolf. But 
this uoblo minded, largo hearted speci- 
men of the genus husband took excep- 
tions to her getting the food and cloth- 
ing sho needed in this way. Perhaps 
she mado moro money than ho did, and 
he was jealous of her superior ability. 
We have heard of snob husbands. Per- 
haps ho made home so uucomfortablo 
for her that even the mild purgatory of 
schooltoaching was proforable to tho 

heol sho had at homo. At any rato, sho 
refused to stop teaching at her husband's 
orders. This noble husband then brought 
suit for tho Now Jersey court to restrain 
his wifo from teaching, aud the court 
did it. Mind you, tho court did it. Pinna- 
cle him upon tho heights of an everlast- 
ing unpleasant notoriety — Vico Chan- 
cellor Pitney, who gave the judgment. 
Ho said that the woman must obey the 
Scriptural and common law injunction 
aud leave everything else to "cleave" 
to hor husband. How sho will cleave 
now, to bo sure I "Thoro is no uiiddlo 
ground," said this Turk of a vico chan- 
cellor, who lives in Jersey. ' 'A husband 
can use physical force over a wife's per- 
son to enforce obedienc(^ " Groat guns! 
Two years ago tho highest courts of 
Groat Britain decided that a husband 
had no control over his wife's person 
such as, would justify him in forcing her 
to live with him, or to go or remain any- 
where against her will. But a little old 
follow in Jersey has a disponsation out 
of his own head the other way. If I 
lived in New Jersey, I would move out 
of it boforo night. 

A young lady, an intelligent, warm 
hearted and good girl, too, told me one 
day in a burst of confidence that she 

hated all men because of her own broth- 
er.s. Sho had lived with them and waited 
on them all hor life. They M'ore cross 
and boorish to her and thought no more 
of the trouble they mado hor than if she 
had been a horse or a dog. When at 
length sho went out and earned her own 
living, and at last, beiug really very 
plucky and capable, received better pay 
than thoy did and laid up money, joal- 
ou.sy and onvy were added to their ill 
nature and rudeness, and they made life 
a burden to her almost unbearable by 
their sneering, hateful remarks. Tliere- 
foro sho learned to hato all men bi'caust^ 
of hor brothers, believing all tho mascu- 
line sex to bo liki! them. There is a mel- 
ancholy almost tragic in this story of 
one family skeleton, from Which tho 
curtain was for a moment brushed aside. 

C)no of the b(^st friends to women in 
this country is iMigene Victor Dobs. 
tJnco I heard him say in a speech in 
Now York, "If women have no right to 
vote, I should like to know whoro wo 
men gi-t our rights?" 

Tho wagus of women schoolteachers 
of the grade below principal in New 
York city are less thau those of a gooil 
sowing woman, who goes out by tho 
day. Tho average is slightly above ^10 
a week. In ordur to got oven that pay, 
a young woman must bo a graduate of 
tho normal college. Thi! west is tho 
place for women toachurs, aud for wom- 
en in any capacity. 

"The purification of our cities will 
como from tho political action of wom- 
en, " says Senator George F. Hoar of 
Massachusetts.

\york on Electric Ligrht Extension 
Ordered Stopped fur Want 
of Funds. 

Civic Employes to Conduct the Elec- 
tions on Money By laws in 
March. 

Tho city csunoil held a special meeting 
Uab night ia the Mayor's room at the city 
hall, all the members being present with the 
exception of Aid. Bragg. 

The following commnnioation to the City 
Clerk from the Deputy Attorney-General 
was road : 

Sin:— I have been diioeted to call tho atten- 
tion of the City Council to thu case of tbo man 
McFaddon who was an inmatoof boOld Men's 
Homo, but who, owing to some diBaereea ent 
with I ho carotaker, was turned ont. The OOB 
duct of tho caretaker in this matter h>t8 never 
been rindioated, and It sejms perfectly clear 
1 hat McFaddon is entitled to asalatanco from 
tho city. Tho governmout in vlow of tho dif- 
ficulty with the caretaker will bo prepared to 
ficcout McFaddon and send him to tho Pro- 
vincial Old Men's Homo at Kaniloopa provided 
tbo city council ns^uuies 75 por cent of tho coat, 
tho governmont boating tho othur '25 per 
cent., pursuant to tho provlsicna of tho ("ro- 
vlncial Homo act ISffl. Artbur 6, Smith, 
Deputy Attorooy-Generoi. 

Ald Humphrev moved that an answer 
bemadeihdt MoPhadden was not turned 
out of the home, but left of his own aooord ; 
also that tbo oaretakor'a action had been 
vindicated. Carried. The letter was re- 
ferred to the homo committee. 

Thomas Preeoo, fjreman of the water 
works, aaked to have his salary restored to 
$100 per month. J. L. Riymur asked for 
an increaee of a month, in accordance 
with the undtratandiog when ha was ap- 
pointed water commiaaloner in addition to 
bis duties as auditor. * 

Both communications were laid over until 
the eubmissiou cf tho estimates. 
"John Stewart applied for tho position of 
plumbing inspector, with an addition of $25 
to his present salary in the oity workshops. 
B/ being relieved of eome of bta preaent 
work he said ho could attend to both duties. 
Laid over. 

The by law authorizing the $10,000 crema- 
tory fund to be used for elec; rlc light pur- 
poaea was put through committee. Tho 
date for tho ratepayers to vote upon ib was 
fixed for March 10, 

Ai.i). \ViLLrAMH moved that a clause be 
inserted explaining that the money was to 
defray debts incurred during 1894 and for 
completing tho works. 

Hi,s WoHsiiii' did not see tho use of in- 
serting puoh a clause. 

Ald. Williajis wanted the people to 
know exactly what they were voting on. 
That was the reason he bad moved the 
amendment. 

ALb. McLkllan was sure the people nn- 
deratood perfectly well — just as well aa the 
aldermen — how tho matter stood. 

The amendment was voted down. 

When It £3me to appointing a returning 
officer for the election, Aid. Williams aaked 
why some of the olty offioials oonld not cou- 
duot a little «leotion like this instead of the 
city having to inour the expense of appoint- 
ing an outsider. 

Ald. Maomillak moved that Mr. j^orth- 
cott be returning officer, Aid, Williams eoo- 
ending tho motion. This was carried. 

Ald, HnMi'HREy, seconded by Aid. Wil- 
liama, moved that Mr. Norlhoott select hia 
&«0l9tani9 from the oivio employes. Thla 
alio Was Odtrtled. 

Aid. Parbrldgo's by law for extending the 
firo protection was read ond oonildored in 
committee clause by olauao. The total 
amount of thfj sum to bs borrowed wm 
placed at $19,000. 

As explained by Aid. Partridge on Tues- 
day night the by-law was framed on the es- 
timates of the firewardehs who propoaed ox- 
pending $4,600 in Victoria Weat ; $5,750 in 
the eastern part of the oity; $8,000 in tha 
central and $500 In James Bay diatriot. 
Tho Delngo fire hall was to be repaired and 
it was hoped that the rental of' tb'e ball 
would pay the interest on the loan and 
eventually the sinking fund. 

A motion by Aid. Maomillan that the in- 
terest on the dfcbtnturea be 4 per cent, in- 
stead of 'U por cent, was voted down. 

Ald Cameko.v could not consiatently 
support tho by-law beoauae he did not think 
tho city could afford tho increased annual 
pxponditure that! the extension would entail. 
Until a plan was aubmittod to ahow where 
tho money could bo obtained ho could not 
vote for tho by law. 

Ald. MoLella.v replied that tho people 
had it in their power to defeat tho by-law 
when it was submitted to them, butao great 
a'demand had been m ido on tho council for 
iiicreaaed lire protection that tho by law 
should be placed before tho ratepayers, 

Th3 by-law was finally put through com- 
mittee and will bo submitted to tho rate- 
payers for their approval on March 1!), with 
tho $10,000 by-law for electrio light exten- 
ainn. 

It was docidod to ask tho sohool board to 
moot tho council next Tuesday evening to 
oonnldor tliu school rsliinates. 

Tho oouncll will hold a private meeting 
this (Thursday) evening to talk over the civic 
cetimatea. 

Ald. Williams wanted to know whether 
or not, in the opinion of the oonnoil, it 
would be better to close down work on the 
electrio light extension until tbo fato of the 
proposed by-law waa decided, Tho electrio 
light committee did not wiah to aot illegally, 
and it was a qnestioa if they had any right 
to go on without having tbe money at their 
diapoaal to pay for the work. 

TuK Mator believed tbe work should bo 
shutdown till the required money was on 
hand, 

Ald. Williams thereupon moved, soo- 
onded by Aid. Partridge, that until such 
time as tnonny is available, all tho men em- 
ployed in oouneotion with tho now olootrio 
light works bo paid off and diaoharged, and 
that, only tho placing of tho lino shaft bo 
proceeded with as contemplated. 

Tho oounoil adjiurned at 10:15 o'olook.
